Not much of a column this week so I'll repeat some reporting rules, 
much to everyone's delight, hi. (1) NEVER use both sides of the paper. 
In order to arrange the tips in frequency order, each sheet of paper is 
cut up into the individual loggings. This obviously becomes messed up 
if you put stuff on both sides of the paper. Think of how much I must 
enjoy copying by hand everything on the back side, and take a vow never 
to do this again. (2) put your name after every item. Same reason as 
number one. When I end up with a paper strip pile a foot tall for the 
column, it becomes difficult to remember whether Ephram Glotz or A. 
Bedoya typed their reports on onion sin or 20% bond. (3) please in- 
clude the station calls, location, slogan, etc. for each item. I want 
the column to be as complete as possible, and previously spent a lot 
of time looking this up when you didn't include such info. I can't 
afford to do this all the time; for instance today I put in 12 hours 
at work and don't have the time or energy to do all that.

and that 1 look forward to receiving reports from everybody. I can't 
stress that point enough. (6) there are always too many rules involved 
in simple things.

Finally! I would like to thank all of the patient folks who have been waiting 
quite some time for this article. | hope everyone finds something interesting. 


How the system works - There are some stations who just won't verify no matter 
what you do. Almost. Invariably a personal visit to a station with report in 
hand will get you your prized verie (if you ask nicely). However, making a trip 
to a station ouc of your local area is out of the question in most cases. This 
is where the QSL Bureau comes in. You are not alone in the verie game; a large 
number of members who collect QSLs are in exactly the same situation as you. 

If we were all willing to spend a couple of hours each month visiting our local 
Stations with other member. reports it is obvious that everyones verie total 
would be very close to 100%! 


Mechanics of the system - After you have sent a verie request to your prized 
DX catch, give the station a reasonable amount of time to answer you. I was 
curious as to just what constitutes a "reasonable" length of time, so I took 
some arbitrary pages from my log book and came up with the following: 70.3% 
of the stations responding with a QSL took between O and 30 days; 13.3% took 
31 to 60 days; and those stations taking longer than 60 days weighed in at 
16.2% with most answering within 90 days. From this I think that 90 days is 
not an unreasonable length of time to wait hefore taking follow-up action. By 
follow-up action I am not talking about sending another report! Use the QSL 
Bureau. Use the list of station "managers" and find the person who has volun- 
teered to manage stations in the area your holdout {is located. Once you know 
who that is, send fim a copy of your report, S.A.S.E., and a nice little note 
thanking him for making a super effort to support brotherhood via DXing. This 
involves some amount of effort on behalf of the volunteer "manager", as it 
will require a personal visit to the station using some diplomacy. 


Volunteer!!! - The only way this thing will work is for all of you to sign up 
right now. Simply send me a note telling what stations, or what geographic 
area you would like to be responsible for. As an example: All metro L.A. sta- 
tions, all stations within a SOmile radius of Macon, GA, etc. Once you do that 
I'll make sure that your name appears in print in periodic updaters in the 
clubs. I am setting this up as a nonpartisan operation, and this is being sent 
to IRCA, NRC, and WIVFDA. 


Side Effects - Some additional benefits to be derived from this system will be 
of benefit to the entire club as well as the QSL collector. When visiting the 
station and requesting a verie, I have found that stations are more than happy 
to supply a quick note written on a piece of their letterhead stationary. This 
looks so much nicer than a PPC. Also, whenever | visit a station | aiways play 
"20 Questions" with the GM or whoever will talk to me. Some interesting ques- 
tions you might ask are: "When is your frequency check?", "What are your hours 
of operation?", etc, etc. I find that taking along my NRC log really impresses 
station people. And when I ask them to make pencil changes or additions to 
their entry in my log, I've made a friend for lite. Be sure, however, to send 
all of this new info to Joe Fela and John Caliarman so It can do everyone some 
good. While you're at the station, a quick plug tor the CPC and DXing in general 
wouldn't hurt a bit either. 
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The List - These kind (and patient) souls have already volunteered to manage 


their local-area stations. Lets hope we can regularly add to the list.

Low-cost Loop ANTENNA 


EXTENDS AM 


RADIO RECEPTION 


Easy-to-build air-core loop helps pull in 
distant stations on inexpensive radios. 


VEN IF you're vacationing too far 
home for normal AM reception, 
you can still pick up home-town broad- 
casts with an ordinary AM radio. Alterna- 
tively, if you're staying at home. you can 
receive out-of-town sports broadcasts to 
keep tabs on your favorite team. Using 
an inexpensive external loop antenna 
will do the trick. Here's why it works and 
how to build one 
Because portable and desk-tlop AM 
roceivers employ relatively small, inter- 
nally mounted ferrite-core loop anten- 
nas, they can deliver only enough signal 
for good reception of local stations. 
However, if an external loop with a larg- 
er effective cross-sectional area is sub- 
Stituted for the internal one. or used in 
tandem with it by mutual coupling, the 
working sensitivity of the receiver is in- 
creased in direct proportion to the ratio 
of the loop areas.

Connect the loop ends to each side of 
an ordinary aw dielecine vanable tuning 
capacitor (one loop end to the rotor 
plates and the other to the stator plates). 
The capacitor. which can be removed 
from a junked AM receiver or purchased 
new (or surplus), should have a max- 
imum capacitance of at ieast 360 pF 
Multisection capacitors can be wired in 
parallel to extend the loops tuning 
range.

Using the Loop. A loop antenna will 
Provide some improvement in reception 
of al! stations, not just the one at the fre- 
quency to which it is tuned.

Enhanced reception will be ex- 
penenced when the receiver is placed 
up lo approximately one side dimension 
of the loop in tront of. or behind the wail 
on which the loop is mounted Experi- 
ment with the placement of the recewer 
to determine the location that gives best 
results. The closer the recerver 1s to the 
loop, the more signal coupied to the in- 
ternal ferrite antenna. For casual listen- 
ing. aS Opposed to chasing weak DX sig- 
nals. the degree of coupling between the 
loop and the receiver will not be critical, 
thanks to the large measure of improve- 
ment the loop provides. °

TO BBC RADIO? 


Extensive market research by the BBC indicates that most listeners with a typical 
AM, CW, USB and LSB receiver with phase-lock and triple mixing drift 
cancellation capability should have little trouble with the new radio changes, at 
least in Herne Bay. For those in difficult reception areas such as London, the 
Midlands or the North of England, it might be worthwhile purchasing a more 
up-to-date radio with a trans-oceanic beat frequency oscillator and not less 
than 144 superheterodyne diodes or, alternatively, learning Danish. In parts of 
Carlisle, reception may be improved by tuning in to Famagusta during the 
summer months.
